Syria Forces 
Are Massed

BEIRUT, March 31 (UPI).— 
Kamal Jumblat, the leader of 
Lebanon's leftists, hinted today 
that he may be willing to ac- 
cept a cease-fire if it means 
averting an invasion by Syria.

When. Soldiers, Police Moved In 
Galilee Battles Indicate End 
To Docility of Israel’s Arabs

NAZARETH, Israci, March 31. 
—The battle of Galllee yesterday 
saw an attractive Arab women 
in dark glasses and slacks stub- 
bornly defying heavily armed 
Ysraeli soldiers who wanted to 
force their way into her home. 

It saw a carload of Arabs 
returning from ἃ hospital, 
proudly waving a bleedy T-shirt 
like ἃ pennant. 

Tt saw an Arab village elder 
mercilessly beating Arab boys and 
girls who had been taunting Is- 
raeli saldiers, 


Tt saw an angry Arab tossing 
his blood-soaked jacket inside a 
reporter's car window and mut- 
tering, “This is what the Israeli 
government gives us.” 

Many of the old assumptions 
about the nature of ArabJewish 
relations inside Israel's pre-1967 
borders died as Israel unleashed 
its soldiers and other sccurity 
forces on people who cre oon- 
sidered to be full citizens of 
the country.

The, idea that Israel's 518,000 
Arabs are basically docile and 
want to remain outside the wider 
Arab-Israeli conflict appears now 
to be quite untenable.

Four Given Life 
In San Francisco 
‘Zebra’ Killings 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 31 
(AP).—Four Black Muslims con- 
victed of the so-called Zebra 
mourders and assaults on whites 
that terrorized San Francisco 
during the winter of 1973-74 have 
been sentenced to life in prison 

“These were vicious and terri- 
fying crimes.” said Superior 
Court Judge Joseph Karesh as 
he imposed the maximum sen- 
tences. 

The defendants, Larry Green, 
23; JC. Simon, 39: Manuel 
Moore, 31, and Jessie Lee Cooks, 
30, were convicted of 2 series of 
random attacks on whites that 
became known as Zebra after the 
special frequency on police radios 
used in the hunt for the killers. 

An eight-woman, four-man jury 
convicted the four March 13 on 
charges of murder, conspiracy, 
kidnapping. robbery, assault with 
s deadly weapon and illegal use 
of firearms. 

The verdicts followed 3 1/2 
days of deliberations, involving 
testimony trom 181 witnesses 
about more. than 20 Zebra attacks. 
The trial took 376 days and is 
believed to be the longest crim- 
inal proceeding ever in Cali- 
fornia.

Levi Orders FBI to Destroy 
Tap File on Columnist Kraft

WASHINGTON, March 31 
(WP) —Attarney General Edward 
Levi hes ordered the FBI to 
destroy all its records of what 
Was learned from electronic and 
physical surveillance in 1969 of 
syndicated newspaper columnist 
doseph Kraft. 

In 8 letter to Mr. Kraft's 
attorney, Mr. Levi said that the 
215-document file on the col- 
umnist “did not indicate that 
Mr, Braft'’s activities posed any 
tisk to the national interest.” 
Mr, Kraft said that he was 
satisfied by the attorney gsen- 
eral's ac'ion and was no longer 
considerina filing sutt because of 
the surreliance erdered by the 
administration of former Presl- 
dent Richard Nixon, 

Tne Kraft file contained “all 
Kinds of inaccuracies." including 
identification of French states- 
man Jean Monnet as a woman, 
according to informed sources. 

“Most of what came back was 
gossip" a source said, 

The file contained transcrip- 
tions of conversations overheard 
on a bug placed in Mr. Eraft's 
Paris hotel for four or fire days 
in June, 1969, and a summary 
af those conversations in a let- 
ter sent by the late FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover to White House 
counsel John Ehriichman in 
July, 1969. 

Mastls Gossip 

A second letter, from former 
assistant FBI director Wiliam 
Sullivan to Ehriichman in No- 
Yember, 1969, summarized’a phys- 
ical surveillance of Mr. Kraft in 
Washington that Bhriichman had 
requested. It also contained most- 
ly gossip, including such news as 
that Mr. Kraft had met with the 
Polish ambassador, according to 
informed sources. 

According to court and conp- 
fressional records, Ehritchman 
ordered White House staffers to 
tap Mr. Kraft's Washington 
home pbone in late May, 1968, 
as part of a program to track 
news lesks from the National 
Security Council. 

At about that time, Mr. Kraft 
had written a column summariz- 
ing Mr. Nixon's Vietmam peace 
efforts that referred to “secret 
hawks” in the White House, 

Earlier in May, the FBI, at 
Mr Nixon's direction, had besun 
tapping the telephones of gov- 
ernmeat aides and reporters 
whose names wete supplied br 
Henry Kissinger. then head of

Sullivan and asked that physica) 
and electronic surveillance of 
Mr. Kraft be initiated in Wash- 
ington, That request came at 
about the same time as the FBY 
concluded a two-month wiretap 
of television reporter Marvin 
Ealb. 

The Kalb wiretap had been 
requested by Mr. Nixon through 
John Mitchell. attorney general 
at the time. Reports on it were 
to be sent to Ehriichman. 

In Mr. Kraft’s case, the attor- 
ney genera! twice refused to ap- 
prove the wiretap. 

A report on the physical sur- 
veillance was sent to the White 
House before Mr. Hoover ended 
it after Mitchell falled to author- 
ize a tap, 

After the surveillance was dis- 
closed during Senate Watergate 
hearings, Mr, Kraft and his attor- 
ney entered into negotiations with 
a series of attorncys general, 
holding out the threat of a law- 
suit if they were unable to learn 
the facts of the tap.

On Sex Conduct Code, Vatican Says 


VATICAN CITY. March 31 
{UPL).—Only a “small fringe" of 
the Catholic world has criticized 
the Vatican's declaration on sex- 
val ethics and bishops have 
unanimously approved the docu- 
ments, l'Osservatore Romano seid 
yesterday. 

‘The Vatican newspaper deyot- 
ed more than two pages to an 
article by two Vatican theolo- 
gians reviewing and commenting 
on criticisms of the code of sex- 
ual conduct for Catholics issued 
Jan. 15. 

. Theologians Raimondo -Spiazzi 
and Jan Visser discussed what 
they called “comments, reserva- 
tions, arguments and, we frankly 
add. misunderstandings with 
which the document has been re- 
ceived by some sectors of public 
opinion, including certain groups 
of self-styled ‘Catholics’ and even 
theologians." ~ 

They said “the latter are a 


smalt fringe of the Catholic 
world" that they hoped would be 
open to “reflection and conver- 
sion.” 

The theologians said that the 
declaration on sexual ethics had 
won “the unanimous consensus of 
the bishops. the authentic teach- 
ers of the Christian people.” It 
condemned homosexuality. sex 
outside marriage and masturba- 
tion.

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Issues °76: Energy 


The term of the next president will in all 
fikelinood bridge the transformation of this 
country from a carefree squanderer ot 
energy. as it long has been, into an acutely 
enersy-consclous society of the kind that 
rising costs and scarcity are forcing it to be- 
come. 

Coneress and the Ford administration have 
vast unfinished work in fashioning a cohe- 
rent energy policy in the months before the 
election. The modest energy bill that finally 
emerged. after a ful year of hauling and 
screaming. scarcely begins to address critical 
and specific issues Involved in balancing 
the energy budget. 

In the election campaign, however, the 
longer-term challenge should define the 
debate among the candidates. How is this 
far-reaching transformation of a social 
structure and ethic to be accomplished? Can 
the burdens and benefits be made to fall 
equitably across the whole population, or 
“ἸῺ some segments be squeezed for the en- 
richment of others? Will, indeed, the trans- 
formation proceed under measured policy 
direction or continue as before by default, 
by a haphazard interplay of the competing 
interests and values? 

ek 

First priority in any long-range energy 
policy must go to conservation. to reducing 
the demand side of the energy equation by 
eliminating wasteful practices and improv~ 
tng the efficiency with which energy is 
produced, delivered and employed. Study af- 
ter study has shown conservation of exist- 
ing energy resources to be the most effective 
and readily available “new source” of sup- 
ply to meet urgent needs. 

Conserving energy. no iess than the 
parallel means of expanding supply by in- 
creasing production, involves agonizing 
tradeoffs, Candidates like Presidend Ford, 
who have relled primarily upon the price 
mechanism and theoretical free~market be- 
havior to discourage consumption, offer a 
straightforward and blunt formula: If the 
price is higher. people will use less. But this 
policy forces hardships indiscriminately upon 
poorer segments of the population and 
restricts essential and socially benefictal con- 
sumption of energy as well as wasteful uses. 

The alternative to the price mechanism 
is government direction—regulation, subsi- 
dies, controls. These techniques offer ways 
of distributing the burdens of scarcity where 
they can best be carried and of emphasizing 
the broad social interest in energy-related 
decisions as they are made. They also Invite 
bureaucratic bungling. inefficiencies and 
loopholes from which the most nimble could 
benefit in more than fafr share. 

‘The obvious device that combines these 


two alternatives is a high gasoline tax— 
politically unpopular and requiring rere 
courage from the candidate who dares to 
advocate it. The price ποιὰ rise, with all 
the conservation inducements that would 
-provide: the extra revenues would go, not 
to the oll companies. but to the U.S. Treasury, 
which could then pump them back into so- 
ciety through rebates to the low-income 
groups and to consumers most reliant upon 
gasoline for their livelfhood, and also through 
some form of subsidies to energy producers 
and technologies showing most promise of 
national benefit. 
x * 

Energy policy-making is plagued by the 

necessity, in the words of the Brookings 


- Institution. “to sort out real from imaginary 


problems and real from imaginary choices.” 
The choice between solar and nuclear power, 
for instance, Is imaginary. Both can play 
their roles in supplying this country’s energy: 
candidates may well differ on the relative 
reliance to be placed on each. 

One of the most prevalent, but imaginary, 
policy problems is the one contained in the 
catch phrase, “ending reliance on imported 
oil.” As a practical matter, there are virtual- 
ly no energy experts who belfeve that total 
self-sufficiency 15 even possible for this coun- 
try under existing technology; nor, weigh- 
ing the economic, social and environmental 
costs involved in massive expansion of do- 
mestic energy supplies, Js elimination of all 
ofl imports necessarily desirable. 

Instead of echoing the outmoded rhetoric 
of President Nixon’s Project Independence, 
this country’s next leaders would do far 
better to evolve specific programs for a 
Project Interdependence, in which off pro- 
ducers and importers would share genuine 
mutual interest in long-term stability of 
contracts. Dependence on imports from un- 
reliable foreign sources, however, remains 8. 
national danger; reducing that dependence 15 
vital. and it will require a massive effort to 
get it down from the present 45 per cent 
even to one-third or less. 

* * x 

The lUterature of energy policy is full of 
catch phrases to trap the unwary and score 
debating points. Everyone involved can be 
eloquent about the need for sacrifices by 
everyone else. The policy leadership which 
this country needs for the years to come 
will have to make a convincing case to the 
electorate for sacrifices In an energy-con- 
scious society. It would be the refusal to 
make those sacrifices, not the sacrifices 
themselves, that would inhibit growth in liv- 
ing standards and tarnish the quality of 
life for the nation and all its cit!zens.

Inside Cambodia 


Cambodia's new “Constitution” and its 
“election” of a People's Representative As- 
semb.y are designed to convey the impres- 
sion at home and abroad of 8 government 
of law. But they leave the country uochang- 


ed from the vast slave labor camp into which 
1t has been shaped by its fanatical Com- 
munist leaders. 

The countryside is in a state of “total 
mobilization.” according to the first West- 
em visitor since the Communist take-over 
Jast April, Sweden's ambassador to Peking. 
Everywhere he went he saw enormous 
numbers of armed youths guarding check- 
points in the countryside and on streets in 
the still largely deserted capital, Phnom 
Penh. 

Masses of workers, 20.000 to 25.000 at a 
place. can be seen digging irrigation canals 
and building dams to create 2 water control 
system for rice cultivation. The visitors were 
given the tmpression that all this slavery 
was necessary to enable Cambodia to grow 
enough rice to feed itself. But Cambodia 
always produced a rice surplus for export 
before the war. It undoubtedly could do so 
again quickly if its peasants were not 
marshalled into bhuoge collective farms hy 
force. accompanied by the millions of urhan 
dwellers forced at gunpoint on minutes’ 
notice to leave homes and even hospital 
beds last April for the long. deadly trek to 
distant provinces. 


Since then, new migrations rivaling the . 


initial forced evacuation of Phnom Penh and 
other towns have seen hundreds of thousands 
of Cambodians moved from one part of the 
country to another, often on foot at gun- 
point, principally into the sparse!y populated 
northwestern area, As in the first migration. 
deaths in large numbers from hardships and 
disease have been reported. 

Refugees say that few if any schools have 
reopened. They tell of mass executions and 
other reprisals against officials and soldiers 
of the former regime. Newspapers are vir- 
tually nonexistent, as is modern medicine. 
There appears to δὲ little atiemp: to win 
over the population through persuasion, as 
in South Vietnam and Laos: the entire em- 
phasis is on exhausting work on starvation 
diets under threat of punishmert to keep 
the country cowed. 

Cambodia's rulers teli visitors the origina? 
Migration was designed to get urban dwellers 
into the countryside so they could be more 
easily fed. But there is evidence that there 
were bigger rice stocks In Phnom Penh than 
tn the countryside and that the chief aim 
was to disperse the population te prevent 
any possibility of political organization or 
action. 

Prince Norodom Sihanouk reportedly wept 
over these horrors when he was permitted to 
return to Cambodia. Time evidently has 
brought 1016 improvement.

Oil Giants Gird to Resist Breakup 


By Robert A. Rosenblatt 


WASHINGTON—The nation’s giant ol! 
companies are mobilizing for one of the 
biggest battles in modern economic his- 
tory, a determined effort in the Senate 
to split the firms apart. 

The industry was shocked last year 
when 45 senators voted for an amend- 
ment thet would have forced the biggest 
firms in crude oil production to give up 


- the refining and marketing portions of 


their business. 

‘This year, says 8. Senate legislative aide, 
“we have a good chance of winning. We 
meed only six votes to turn τὸ arounc.” 


“This is an ‘élection year, there's an 
emotional climate end no one knows what 
wi happen,” says one veteran oli-man.

With the elimination of the depletion 
allowance for major compani 
industry's taxes were raised by $2 billion 
annually.

If the bill becomes a law, each of the 
affected companies splits into three seg- 
ments: crude 01] production, refining and 
marketing and pipeline operations. A com- 
pany would have to select either produc- 
tion or refining-merketing as iis primary 
interest. Then it would quit the other 
businesses. 

A firm faced with this dliemma could 
sell two of the three pieces of the business. 
Or it might form three new, competing 
corporations and distribute the shares to 
its current stockholders. 

Supporters of the break-up bill call the 
process “divestiture’, The oil industry 
scorns it as “dismemberment”. 

Divestiture is “an attempt to punish us, 
but I think it’s @ serious mistake,” says 
Carter Perkins, Washington representative 
for Shell Oil. The controversy diverts the 
talents and energy of the industry execu- 
tives away from the job of finding oil 
and into worrying whether their companies 
will be broken apart, he says. 

Oil company profits are a “myth which 


has helped give rise to the divestiture 
Movement,” William P. Tavoulareas. Mobil 
Oi) president’ told 2 Senate hearing 
Tecently. 

Between 1960 and 1974, he testified, “the 
oil industry's rate of return on share- 
holder’s equity—the measure of what the 
shareholder earns on the money he has 
invested—was 125 per cent. This was 
roughly equal to the average return of all 
US. manufacturing. The rate was Signifi- 
cantly lower than that for soft drinks, 
drugs and medicines, soap and cosmetics, 
office equipment, tobacco and other in- 
dustry groups.” 

Integrated companies can afford to take 
loss on one segment of the business— 
such as refining—because the company 
shows a net profit for all its activities 
combined, the Mobil president said. But 
divestiture would split the firms into 
separate segments, and each surviving seg- 
ment would have to earn adequate profits 
to stay in business. 

“And they could only make that profit 
by charging the consumer higher prices,” 
he testified. 

Economies and operating efficiencies of 
the integrated firms would disappear if the 
companies were split apart, says economics 
professor Edward W. Erickson, who studied 
the potential cost of divestiture. Prices 
for oil products would jump more then 
$500 million a year as each survivor of 
divestiture pursued adequate profits, he 
predicted.

In Europe Cup 


ST. ETIENNE, France, March 21 
(AP)—St. Etienne won the first 
leg of its European Cup foot- 
ball semifinal, 1-0, against 
Eindhoven of Holland tonight. 


The winning goal, scored by 
capiaim Jegn-Michel Larqué from 
ἃ free kick in the 15th minute 
of the first half. gave the French 
only a meager Margin for the 
second leg. to be played in Hol- 
land in two weeks. 


Eindhoven showed better ball 
control and cohesion throuzh- 
out the match and the French 
tnissed many scoring opportuni.
